A Remarkable Dinner. 


A dinner was given in Philadelphia a 
few nights ago to Oharles Lawrence, as a 
testimonial of his worthiness to till the of- 
fice of president of the cotamon council, to 
which he has just been elected.

Cho several logging camps of one lumber 
firm in Cleveland are all in northorn 
Michigan, and have turned out in the sea 
son just closed an aggregate of 40,000,000 
feet of lumber The camps are scattored 
along the Au Sable and Pine rivers. Some 
of the logs are floated 150 miles before the 
mill at Oscoda is reached, The logs are 
hauled from where they are cut to the river 
on low bol sleds over « carefully prepared 
roadway.

A First Lesson in Handling a Gun. 


THO TMU Wiig & be loarned is tu sland 
properly, Plant both feet naturally and 
firmly on the ground, so that the joints of 
your legs are neither stiff nor bent; then 
lean the upper part of your body slightly 
forward Grip the gunstock just behind 
the guard with the right hand, the fore- 
finger lightly touching the foremost trigger, 
that is the trigger of the right hand barrel. 
The stock of the gun, a fow inches in front 
of the guard, must rest easily in the hol- 
low of the left hand. Hold the muzzle of 
the gun up and slanting away from you, so 
that the lower end of the butt is just lower 
than your right elbow. Now, if both ham- 
mers have been cocked, and you gently and 
swiftly draw the butt of the gun up to and 
against the hollow of the right shoulder, 
you will find yourself in good position for 
‘aking aim, which is best done by keeping 
both eyes wide open and looking straight 
over the rib between the barrels with the 
right eyo. 

You will soon discover the trick of doing 
this, by fixing your aim with both eyes 
i rt and then, holding it perfectly at 
closing the left eye ; if the line of sight 
now changes, you have not sighted correct- 
ly ; if it remains fixed, the aim has been 
taken with the right eye. 

Be careful after firing never to set your 
gun down with a hammer up. That is the 
cause of many deplorable accidents. To 
avoid accident you must be constantly on 
the alert and cautious, not. overlooking 
even the slightest precaution.

How Gun Barrels are Made. 


The beautiful waved lines and curious 
flower-like figures that appear on tho sur- 
face of the barrols are really the lines of 
welding, showing that two ditferent inetals, 
iron and steel, are intimately blended in 
making tho finost and strongest barrels. 
The process of thus welé ding and blending 
stecl and iron is a very interesting one. 
Flat bars, or ribbous, of stecl and iron are 
alternately arranged together and then 
twisted into a cab le: Several of those ca- 
bles are then welded together, and shaped 
ito a long, flat bar, which is next spirally 
coiled around a hollow cylinder, called a 
mandrel ; after which the cdgea of these 
spiral bars are heated and firmly welded. 
The spiral coil is now put upon what is 
called a welding vind art is again heated, 
and carefully hammered into the shape of 
azygun-barre], Next comes the cold ham- 
mering, by which the pores of the metal 
are securely closed. The last, or finishing, 
operation 1s to turn the barrel on a lathe 
to exactly secure its proper slaps and size. 
By all the twistings and weldings and ham- 
merings, the metals are so blended that the 
mass has somewhat the consistency and 
toughness of woven stecl and iron. A bar- 
rel thus made is very hard to burst, But 
the finishing of the inside’ of the barrel is 
an operation requiring very great care and 
skill. What is called a cylinder-bored 
barrel is where the bore or hole through 
the barrel is nade of uniforni size from end 
toend. A Cchoke-bore is one that isa little 
smaller at the muzzle end than it is at the 
breech end. There are yarious ways of 
**choking” gun-barrels, but the object of 
all methods is to make the gun throw its 
shot close together with even and regular 
distribution and with great force. There 
are several kinds of metallic combinations 
that guimakers use, the principal of which 
are called Damascus, Bernard, and lamina- 
ted steel ; the Daniascus barrels are gener- 
ally considered the best.—From ** Marvin 
and his Boy Hunters.” by Maurice Thomp- 
son, in St. Nrcworas for June.

The iniquity of the Coe job is so appar 
ont that some even of the Grit onans, 
unable to condone it, have spoken out 1m 
condemnation of it, Tho Renfrow Ver 
cury, & stanch supporter of the Mowat 
Government, and the editor of which was 
long a resident of Madoc, has the following 


significant comments upon It 

“The weak point in the policy of the Ontario 
Government seems to be the management uf the 
Crown Lands Department. : > 

“From our point of view we are not prepared 
to uphold this transaction. We bvlicve that it 
yrould promote the settlement of the wild lands 
of the Province to give everyone who takes up a 
Free Grant all that ix on and in it, as soon as 
he has completed the term of residence ; and 
that the original stipulation—that as soon a 
a township was thrown open for settlement, the 
Jamberman in whose limits the township was 
situated should, in accordance with the ayrree 
ment to that effect, embodied in his license when 

nted, cease to have any, right to cut timber 
in that township—should 
strictly enforced. At least, we have beon told 
that that was an essential part of the original 
Free Grant plan ; and we know that ite system 
atic disrogard aud open violation have beca the 
cause of bitter complaint on the part of early 
settlers, who had their lands slashed over by the 
Tombermen ; and, until a comparatively recent 
period, were prevented from wang a single stick 
of pine for themselves.” 

The Globe, as is usually the case when the 
Crown Lands’ management is criticised, has un 
dertaken the defence of the department, and de 
clares that the transaction complained of is a 
perfectly justifiable one, and that those who ob 

ect to it don’t know what thoy are talking about 
Mr. Coe and his associates, it says, have spent 
two million dollars in building a mulway to de- 
velop the iron mining resources of North Hast- 
ings, aud as they contemplate putting up smelt 
ing works, it ix essential to the success of such an 
enterprise that an ample supply of fuel should 
be guaranteed; and that the disposal of so large 
a tract of land, nearly half of which is unfit for 
agricultural pursuits, is quite proper consider- 
ing the object, and that the projected enterprise 
would afford employment to a large number of 

rsons. 

“This after all, is a thorough protectionist 
argument. A private and presumably profitable 
enterprise is to get a big bonus in the shape of a 
large tract of land, in a district in which settle- 
ments have been going on for years; while equal- 
ly favorable terms would be positively refused 
to 100 individuals who might offer to settle im- 
mediately, if granted the same privilege. It 1s 
therefore strange, to say the least, to find the 
Globe defending, tu provincial affairs, a principle 
it utterly condemns as applied to the Domimion; 
and equally surprising to discover that the Mail 
is waxing so indignant over.a transaction which 
is in strict accord with its own politico-economi- 
cal teachings.” 


The situation in North Hastings is fairly 
stated, and the Mereury’s castigation of its 
Grit confrere the Globe is timely and point- 
ed. Jt is, however, a misstatement to say 
that the Mail, the INTELLIGENCER or any 
other journal which advocates fair trade, 
has evor defended a policy that was calca- 
Jated to retard the growth of the country, 
as the Coc job is. 

The Hamilton Spectator-—which we must 
not Be understood as classing amongst the 
the Grit papers—also has some very point- 
ed remarks on the subject. It says : 


The» Ontario Government has #0ld to, or re- 
served for, Mr. Coc, a political favorite, 200,000 
acres of land. The erie of nearly the whole of 
the Jand is much below that paid by ordinary 
purchasers ;and much timber is given Mr. Coe, 
= ordinary purchasers, and even settlers, do 
not get. 

The Legislature ordered the Government to 
tnake public all the particulars concerning this 
transaction, but the Government has refused the 
greater part of therm. 

This land did not belong to the Government ; 
it belonged to the people of Ontario, They arc 

entitled to know whether. the disposition made 
of it WHS equitable, of whether members of the 
Government have dishonestly taken the peo 
ple’s property to reward their friends. 

The refusal of the Government to make all 
the facts public indicates that the transaction 
was not honest.

Mr. Ashley wished that the vote should 
bo taken by ballot, as those who voted had 
nothing to fear, Under all the cireum- 
stances of the past, the clection was fairly 
won by the Doctor, He moved that tho 
vote be taken by ballot. 

Mr. O'Flynn approved of the ballot, and 
considered it would be taking a step in tho 
right direction to have the voting for tho 
Wardenship by ballot. 

Mr, Aylaworth, though he had favored 
the ballot system, was not tied to it.

He was not afraid of how the 
vote would be taken, and-as the same-can- 
didates were before the Council he would 
approve of a yote in daylight and openly, 
If any who yoted for him in January were 
inclined to voto against him now, let then 
do so, and he would show no spirit of re- 
taliation. He thought he had been unfair- 
ly treated in January, and in acting as he 
had he did not wish to convey the idea 
that he was acting in a retaliatory spirit. 
His action was to ascertain whether or not 
the County had a legal head. He now 
hoped that his friends would fayor an open” 
vote, 

Mr, Ashley again spoke in favor of the 
ballot, 

Mr. Aylsworth believed that the Council 
would have to come to an open vote before 
the election was finished. 

Mr. Wilmot said it was not the fault of 
himself and his friends that no election 
had taken place. Fourteen friends of his 
had Se declared that they had voted 
for him and for no one else, and he there- 
fore felt it to be a duty to vindicate their 
honor.

The special dospatch from Duluth stated 
that thie Prndesaaalé deck of the propeller | 
Quebec had been broken down by heavy 
waves, but gaye no particulars, The cir- 
cumstances was looked on as very peculiar 
by vesselnien hero, as the promenade deck ; 
very seldom receives much damage from 
heavy seas. Capt. Robt. Rbymus, of the + 
propeller Aretic, stated yesterday that on 
the late trip down he met the Quebec at 
Sault Ste. Marie, and Capt Symes, of the 
Quebec, showed himothe damage and ex- 
plained Tiow it happened. Capt, Rhymus 
found thatall the promenade deck of the 
Quebec from Just forward of the cabin to | 
the stem had beon crushed down to the 
main deck, <A stringer, ten by eight mches, 
was broken in tio places, and all the deck 
beams were broken off'at each end, Capt, 
Hac atated that while coming up Lake 
Huron with a head wind blowing about ten 
miles per hont, and the Quebec moving at 
about the same speed, he suddenly noticed 
what looked like a bank of fog extending 
along the lake as far as he could see. It 
was lying ina north-west and south-east 
direction and running west southwest. The 
appearance of if alarmed him greatly, and 
he rushed into the pilot-house and assisted 
the wheelsmen to head the Quebec into the 
bank, which, as it approached, took the 
shape of a wall of water as highas the pro- 
menade deck of the propeller. The waye 
was so steep that the Quebec had no time 
to ride it,and as she struck it huge yolumes 
of water poured oyer each bow and crush- | 
ed the degk down beneath its tremendous 
weight. Capt, Syines has no doubt but 
that the Quebee’s cabin would have beon '! 
swept off if the deck had nob given away, 
but as it was, the force of the water ox- 
pended itself without doing further damage, | 
The wave was moving forward in a straight 
line, and was not capped with spray. It 
was not caused by the wind, as the water 
both before and atter it were too amooth, § 
The only explanation offered is that it was 
a tidal wave. Capt. Symes placed new

We should not 
vote a sum of money forsuch a purpose, as 
it would be distasteful to the ratepayers as 
well as a reflection upon him. 

Mr. Kavanagh said that as the question 
of the legality of making such a grant had 
been made that the matter be laid over 
until the session in November, 

Dr, Faulkner concurred in the remarks 
of the last speaker. He said that he liked 
a full expressiou of opinion of the menrbers 
regarding hiselection. A large land owner 
in Sidney had told him that the County 
should pay the costs in this case. He 
would not have backed down if he had to 
pay ten times as much as the case had cost 
him. Had he backed down, his friends 
would have thought nothing of him and 
those who were opposed to him would have 
thought less of him. He could have 
brought anumber of witnesses into Court 
who would swear that he got fifteen votes. 
The costs amounted to nearly $400; if the 


Council sees fit to pay that sum, all right, 
if not, it is all right; I've lots of money.

A Great Boginecring Work, 


One of the great wonders of marine en- 
gineering is the ship canal through the 
Finland bay from St. Petersburg to 
Cronstadt in Russia, The bay between 
the two citivs is so shallow that formerly 
only vessels of very light draft could 
come to St. Petersburg, and in conse- 
quence an enormous amount of lighterage 
was necessary, the cost of which was some 
$5,000,000 annually, becoming altogether 
too burdensome for the St, Petersbure 
trade. Since the completion of the canal 
mentioned the largest vessel employed in 
tho Baltic trade can reach St. Petersburg. 
The canal is seventeen miles lony, and is 
formed by two onormous breakwaters run- 
ning parallel to cach other 275 feet apart. 
Between them a channel of the uniform 
depth of twenty-two feet has been dredged, 
(bout lalf-way betweon the two cities the 
widened to an harbor of refuge 
about mille formed by 
breakwaters. The latter are almost entirely 
‘ omposed of ertbs tilled with stones which 
were generally sunk i. Winter tine wheii 
the bay was frozen over solid, The cribs 
were mostly built on the ice, which was as 
much us three feet thick, and sunk through 
holes cut in the ice, hig work was by 
no means free from danger, for frequently 
the water would suddenly rise through the 
holes made and flood the caps of tho 
Inborors, who had been to work standing 
kneo deop in freezing gold water. At other 
times a sudden snow storm, in which it 
Was Impossible to stand erect, would force 
the laborers to the coast, crawling a dis- 
tance of three miles or nore over the ice. 
To complete the canal it was necsssary to 
sink aboub twelve anillion cubic feet of 
rocks and stones, while to deopon the 
channel 230,000,000 cubic feet of earth had 
to be removed, Of course such an under- 
taking was possible only in Russia, and at 
the time when her population was. still 
largely made up of serfs, whose labor could 
be had for the cost of board and clothing.

tweon any ohne of those pathways and an 
ordimury cattle track, éxXeept, perhaps, they 
may be worn a little deeper ; yet no one 
can enter upon them forthe first time 
Without being in some measure startled, 
and conscious that this isa roadway dis- 
tinct from any he has ever seén before.

home. Silence is the natural condition of 
existence.

OF RAILWAY COM. 
' PANIES. 
. — : 

As the liability of Railway Companies 
for cattle killed by them is bub iniperféctly 
understood, section 9 of the Act to amend 
the Consolidated Railway Act will be of 
interest. It enacts as follows : 

“A railway company sball make the 
crossings which they are bound to furnish 
to persons across whose lands the railway 
is carried, convenient and proper for the 
passing of farmers’ carts and other véhicles 
over the same ; and the persons for whose 
use such crossings are furnished shiall keep 
the gates at each side of the railway closed 
when not in use ; and any person on whose 
lands such gates shall be, shall be liable to 
4 penalty of twenty dollars for each occasion 
on which any such gate is left open without 
some person being at or near it to prevent 
animals from passing through it on to the 
the railway ; and such penalty shall be re

Prolong the Milking Season, 


It is well known that there is much 
ditforence in the longth of time cows con- 
tinue in milk in the same herd and with 
the same treatment. Some cows give milk 
but seven months, while others continue 
nineor ten months. This difference is 
mainly « matter of breed and of. the train- 
ing during the first season of the hveifer's 


milking. The Jerseys and their grades 
are generally better fed and run casily 
Ss0nsoh, 


from the start into along milking 
not infrequently up to thetime of calving, 
whore thig is desired. Butin any breed 
the season may be prolonged by the care 
of the heifer with her first calf, and during 
the first milking season, She should be 
kept in good condition all through the 
months of pregnancy, and, if practical, 
drop her calf in tne fall, when tho barns 
are full and there isan abundant store of 
milk-producing food, With good hay, and 
regular rations of roots and meal, and kind 
treatinent, the habit of giving milk through 
the winter may be thoroughly established.

Small Praits—VFertilizers. 


With rich soil, good culture,and a mode- 


berrics will succeed, but for perfedt crops 
of most sinall fruits we prefer to give them 
the entire occupancy of the ground. Yard 
and stable manure is the best lome-made 
fertilizer on nearly all soils, but it is wateri- 
ally improved in efliciency by the addition 
ot aimoderate portion (say a tenth or a 
twonticth or less) of ground bone and wood 
ashes. Some soils of peculiar composition 
are specially benefited by the addition of 
certain commercial fertilizers which are 
only ascertained by making the trial. 


Thinning Fruit. 


A Maine apple raiser writes: ‘* Among 
my native trees was one which yielded a 
larger crop of small apples evory alternate 
year. They wore of a fine flavor, but so 
sinall in size that they were worthless for 
marketing. To cause them to increase -in 
size I thinned out the small branches after 
the fruit had formed, taking off about half 
the fruit. On gathering the apples from 
this tree in the fall, I. found them nearly 
double the BIZze of the previous years, and 
ubout the same quantity in bushels.

USURPATION OF JUDICAL FUNCTIONS. 


: Krom the Canadian Lave Times, 


A Legal 


‘Tho. political history of this Act, chaptor 
6, wo have nothing to do with, We refer 
to it merely for the purpose of pointing vut 


yone in meddling with pending actions. 
Walton v. Apjoha, ante p. 182, 1s expressly 
excepted from its operation, but all other 
pending actions are practic ally disposed of 
by the Act. ‘The modesty of the leyislators 
| did not prevent them from inserting a 
| clause wiving the plaintiffs the right to cis 


lo 
! ini dofondants contrary to the general rule, 
thus tacitly admitting that the actions wore 
| just, and that the defendants were justly 
| liable to costs. Tho British North America 
Act provides that the’ Legislatures may 
make laws, not that they may make judg- 
ments or decrees, But interference with a 
pending action, directing its course, and 
making a final disposition of it, is not 
making & law. It is a plain usurpation sof 
judicial functions. Municipal law is de- 
fined by Sir Wm. Blackstone in well-known 
words, It is ‘Sa rule of civil conduct pro- 
scribed by the supreme power in a State. 
* * Aas first, it ia a rule; nota tran- 
sient sudden order from a superior to or 
concerning « particular person ; but some- 
thing permanent, uniform, and universal. 
Therefore, a particular Act of the Logis- 
lature to contiscate the goods of Titus 
or to attain him of high treason, does not 
enter into the idea of » municipal law ; for 
tho operation of this Act is spent upon 


Titius only, and has no relation to the 
community in general; it is rather a 
sontence than alaw. Butan Act to de- 


clare that the crime of which Titius is ac- 
cused shall be deemed high treason ; this 
has permanency, uniformity, and universal- 
ity, and therefore is properly a rule,” 

In the United States, where, as we know, 
the Legislatures act under written constitu- 
tions, the importance of contining them to 
their legitimate functions has been recogniz- 
ed. Thus, in Wade on Retroactive Laws, 
sec. 157, it is said, ** In Laney. Nelson, 79 
Pa, St. 407, decided by a court which has 
always recognized the power of the Legisla- 
ture to pass retrospective laws. when they 
wore neither ex post facto nor violative of 
contracts, the following language is used by 
Mr. Justice Paxson in delivering the opinion: 
‘Ibis settled by a current of authority that 
the Legislature cannot, by an arbitary edict, 
take the property of ono man and give it to 
another; and that when it had been attempt- 
ed to take by a Judicial proceeding—as a 
sherul’s sale, which is void for want of juris- 
diction, it is not in the power of the Legisla- 
ture to infuse life into that which is dead.’ 
And again, in the same connection ;—'‘ To 
exorcise judicial powers isnot within the 
legitimate scope of legislative functions; and 
where vested rights are divested by Acts of 
this character, they will, and ought to be, 
judged inoperative, null and yoid.”” We do 
not forget the decision of our Court of Ap- 
peal which held that the Legislature could 
make or alter a man’s will after his death ; 
nor the dictum of the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council, that the Legislatures 
when acting within their sphere are su- 

preme. So far their lordships of the Privy 


of the Legislatures, but have contined 
themselves to deciding each case as it arises, 
What their sphere’ may be is therefore still 
problematicaal. If the Legislature chose 
to dispose of each case as it arose,no doubt 
that would be just as lawfnl as disposing 
of an occi#ional case like those under re- 
view. But to do so would be to constitute 
themselves judges, to erect themselves in- 
tu the judiciary of the province, u power 
that they most certainly do not possess, 
Probably the cases are too well settled to 
vermit of a judicial determination of this 
point in Ontario; and we cannot hope for 
any assistance from the Privy Council un- 
til the point is actually raised before that 
court.

“Render Unto Couesar,” ets 
The Tuli nan, having noted a dispost 
tion in some quarters to take from Brother 
Schuyler Colfax, of Indiana, the credit 
of being the originator of the Degree of 
the Daughters of Rebekah, gives in its last 
issue ** the facts in this case In the

Lodge of Indiana,” it says, ‘‘we find that 
Win, Cross, of Jefferson Lodye, No 5%, 
Jeffersonville, was elected Grand Master 
of the Grand Lodge of Indiana, (not Li- 
now,) at the July session 1850, at least 


seven years before the degree was adopt 
ed. At the session of the Grand Lodge 
of the United States, in 1850, a committee 
was appointed to propose a degree for the 


wives of members. Bro, Colfax being 
Grand Representative at that time, was 
made chairman of the committee. At the 
session in Cincinnati in 1851 there wer 


two reports presented by the committee, a 
majority and a minority report. Brother 
Colfax having prepared and written the 
ritual, submitted the same with the minor- 
ity report, and it was adopted by a vote of 
forty-seven to thirty-seven. To Brother 
Colfax we are indebted, therefore, for the 
Dezree of Rebekah, and though several at 


tempts have been made to deprive him of 
the credit to which he is justly entitled 
they have all failed ; and though there was 
a revision of the work in 1882, the sub 
stance of it retnains as it came. from the 
pen of Bro, Colfax.”

\ Mishap in the Rapids 


the Atexandra’ Bumps on the Movuks and 
in Kun Ashore. 


The Montreal Star of, the 18th. says 
The steamer her , passage 
down the Lachine Rapids yesterday. after- 
noon, met with an accident which might 
reasonably have been expected to cause her 
destruction. She was proceeding down the 
cross channel at the head of Tlé-aux-Herons, 
just at the point where the’ ill-fated old 
Renaiid struck, when the ~ current swung 
the stern around and forced it ‘on to” the 
rocks with such force as to shake the vessel 
unpleasantly from stem to stern. Aérunch- 
iny noise wecompanying thé buiip sliowed 
that the planking of the hull had suceumb- 
ed to the punching, a proof of which was 
not altogether consoling to the crew and 
passengers, of which lattér there were some 
twenty aboard... Although a few out board 
gave lanientable exhibition of timidity, the 
majority behavedswith greatcoolness, ae 
ing on Captain Smith and his pilot to do 
the best for them under the circumstances, 
After striking, the steamer immediately 
swung out into the channel and continued 
her career down the rapids. Tho water, 
howeyer, was, pouring mtoetheshulbiv a 
stream, on which the pumps had no ap- 
preciable effect, and sume fear was felt that 
she would fill before well clear of the 
rapids, She was, however, kept afloat to 
& point between Nun's Island and Rock 
Island, where as the fires were extinguish- 
ed and the steam was giving out she was 
run aground on a reef between the two is- 
lands. At the time the water was up to 
the main deck aft,and in a few seconds the 
stern settled down, with the water abuve 
the guard. The passengers were f 
terwards transferred to tho ferry steamer 
Boucherville, and taken to Verdun, whence 
cabs brought them to the city. ‘This morn 
ing the Belmont left port for the wreck, 
with steam pumps and appliances — for 
lightering the caago, and it is thought that 
the steamer would be floated during the 
day. The only cargo in the hold is 
whieh will, of course, hot be damaged. The 
steamer is owned by a private firm in Pic 
ton, Ont.

Had he been so near the hempen.cord as 
all that, they would have dhoyed him off 
whether or no, Men in the 1798 period 
never mounted the gallows and descended 
from italive, unlessat might be in some 
case of survival after hanging. A_ writer 
has taken pains to trace back through the 
vanished ages the story on which Shamus 
O'Brien was founded, and» has at length 
hunted up the events on which Lover 
probably based his beatiful poom. Here 
they are, very much condensed froma trial 
which took place in the momorable reign of 
George IIT, 
LARRY CRONAN 


was « stout, hardy Irish boy, who,although 
he was but twenty-tive years of age, was al- 
ready a husband andthe father of five 
blooming. babes, for tchey were little more, 
whén Larry got into that trouble which 
came so pear Gndling all his troubles in this 
world, He was in a good condition of life, 
was what they called a five-pound free- 
holder, and.paid his rent.pynetually. . Hoe 
loved his neighbor, and seldom niussed a 
Mass, a fair Or awake, and was altogether 
one of the best behayed and thriving: boys 
in all Ireland, But, in an unlucky hour, 
he was arrested and indicted at the Sum- 
mer Assizes of his native county ‘for that 
he, ona certain nightand ata certain 
place, felontously and burglariously entered 
a certain dwelling-house in search oi arms,’ 
ete., and stood practicallyzindicted under 
the Ellenborough Act. A writer of the day 
says :—‘* Twas presentat his trial, and 
still retain « vivid recollection of the forti- 
tude and address with which he made lis 
atund ‘gainst the law ; and yet there were 
objects around him quite. sullicient-to un- 
nerve thy boldest’ heart—a wife, a sister 
wid an aged Mother, or such T found to be 
the three females who clung to the side- 
boards of the dock and awaited in silent 
ayony the issue of his fate.

for he knew that with an Irish jury the 
next best thing to a general good. character 
is a respectable suit of clothes, Lt struck 
me that his new silk” handkerchief almost 
betokened innocence, for who could have 
one to the unnecessary expense if he 
upprehended that its place was so soon to 
be supplied by the rope? His countenance 
bore no marks of his previous imprison- 
ment. He was as fresh and healthy and 
his eyes as bright as if he had been all the 
time out on ball, When his case was called 
on, instead of shrinking under the general 
buzz that his appearence excited, or-turn- 
ing pale at the plurality of crime for which 
he was arraigned, manfully looked danger 
in the face, and put in action every re- 
source within his reach to ayert it, having 
dispatched & messenger to bring O'Connell 
from the other court, aud beckoned to his 
attorney to approach the dock side and 
keep within whispering distance while the 
jury swearing, and njanifested no 
ordinary powers of physjognomy in put- 
ting by every juror that had anything of a 
dead, dull, hang-dog look.

THE EGG TRADE. 

A Prince Edward Island oxchauye de- 
votes & leading article to what it calls ‘*the 
egy industry,” says the Moncton Tins. It 
points out that within the past few years 
the egg business has been developed to 
such an extent that the products of Island 
poultry houges iow form one of the staple 
The exports increased 
from a value of 890,314 in 1879 to $241,- 
873 in 1882, the figures for 1883 being fully 
as large,” : 

Turning ta the trade and navigation re- 
turns-for-1883, it is seen that the value “of 
the combined export of egys from all the 
Provinces is greater than that of horses or 
sheep.and considerably more than one half 
as great as that of horned cattle. This 
fact is full of suggestion in regard to the 
value of our poultry interest,which is look- 
ed upon by so many farmers as beneath 
their attention. Nearly all the egys ex- 
ported go to the United States. The state- 
ment by Provinces for 1883 is as follows 
(and it might here be noted in explanation 
that a good part of New. Brunswick's ex- 
portis really the product of P. E. Island):

The figures given above are suggestive, 
and if the home consumption is taken into 
cousidéra ion Our poultry interest assumes

with. In view of the facts the following 
from the Island exchange first directing at- 
tention fF this Matter should receive some 
attention from agriculturists : 

We nay say that little or no attention is 
bestowed upon this branch “of agricultural 
industry. It appears to be beneath the 
attention of our farmer friends throughout 
the country, and were it not for the fore- 
thought and industrial habits of their 
wives and daughters, the value of our an- 
nual export of eggs would be but a small 
sui compared with the figures of the past 

few years, ; 

That the business done in exporting eggs 
could be doubled, or even trebled, without 
adding toany appreciable extent to the 
labor or cost of their production, admits of 
no doubt. One hundred hens could be car- 
ed for with as little trouble as fifty, and 
the cost of feed would be very little great- 
er. If every farmer of moderate means 
were to keep at least one hundred good 
hens of a desirable breed, and bestow upon 
them even a very small share of his atton- 
tion, we haye no hesitation in stating that 
he could realize better results than from 
the same expenditure of timo, labor and 
money devoted to any other branch of 
farming. There is no doubt that some 
breeds of poultry are better egy-producers 
than others, and it would be well for 
farmers to endeavor to improve the charac- 
ter oftheir barn-yard fowls; as well as to 

F) ¢o their number. Experience has also 

‘ban that young hens are the best layors, 

___tile attention given to these points 
would. result ina large increase in the 
quantity of the egg product, as well as 


an improvement inthe quality. Clean- 
shelled eggs are much more yaluable 
than those ~which are stained. Dirty- 


shelled eggs should never be sent to mar- 
ket. When first gathered they should be 
lightly rubbed with adamp cloth, and af. 
terwards dried. Another cause of great 
deterioration in the value of eggs is delay 
in forwarding them to market. It is esti- 
mated that egys decrease at least 25 por 
cent, in value, in consequence of not being 
placed in the market at the proper tine, 
being in many cases from four to six weoks 
old when they reach their destination. The 
cause of this delay may sometimes be laid 
at the door of the producer, at other times 


the country dealer may be at fault

Cut Hay Early. 

When hay is to be used for feeding ani- 
mals on the farm something besides quan- 
tity or weight is to be taken into consider- 
ation. The ultimate object of the hay is to 
produce flesh and fat: The grass and clo- 
yer should be cut not with reference to the 
greatest weight of hay, but the greatest 
weight of flesh. Lf hay is not divested in 
the stomachs of the animals that eat it,noth- 
ing 1s produced but manure. Observations 
show thatalarge part of the hay made 
from mature grass and clover is wasted. Tt 
is rejected by the animals to which it is 
fed, or it passes through the stomach with- 
out being digested. As a rule,the younger 
the animals the greater is the amount wast 
ed. They cannot digest hard and tough 
hay as well as older animals can. Work 
horses arid oxen, of which there are few in 
the country at present, do better on the 
hay made from mature grass and clover 
than colts, young cattle and milch cows do. 
During the past fow years the producers of 
beef and mutton have turned off their ani 
malsat a much younger age than was the 
practicoin former times. This 
furnishes an argument in favor of early cut 


hay. Observations made in the suMMer 
show that youny animals refuse to oat the 
mature stalks of clover, timothy and red 
top Observations made in Winter show 
that they decline to eat them when con 
verted into hay if they can obtain other 


kinds of food. The general conclusion to 
be. drawn from these observations is that 
gtass and clover intended fo,
